The colored vote will 


always be useful as a monument to remind 
the Republican party of its record m behalf of 
equal rights, and as an inducement to con- 
tinue true to the lowly and the defenceless, 
and to be governed ever by the highest moral 
motives Individual influence wdl be apt to 
mislead many colored voters to sustain their 
oppressors in the past and then- doubtful 
fneneU now, but the massesha\e shown their 
capacity to distinguish between parties m 
peace as well as they did in war 
The time, 


indeed, mav arrive when all the issues affect- 
ing fieedom and equal ngets may become ob- 
solete, and questions of finance and expedi- 
ency may tale theu- place as the rallying cry 
of parties 
In that event it w ill be natural 


and desirable that the colored voters shall 
merge themselves indistmguishahly with the 
rest of the American citizens in the discharge 
of then duties at the polls.

PAJUIER'^ GARDENS 
As a general thing 


fdrmi n> do not proudc themselves with good 
gardens 
The excuse for this neglect is gen 


erally the same uith all of them—the'have 
no time to attend to such small matters' And 
vet it may safely be asserted that an acre of 
ground appropriated to a good garden, -nil! be 
ufmjre real value to the farmer than any 
other five acres of the farm 
The comforts of 


his famdy, the good condition and health of 
his whole household, require such a garden ou 
c\ ery tarm in the country 
And it should be 
i garden, not a mere weedy patch 
It should 


be one so managed and arrange 1, that every 
vegetable of a wholesome qualitj for human 
tood should be raised in it, in pe^ction, and 
at the earliest season. 
After a winter's diet 


on solid and generally salt animal lood the 
human constitution requires a free vegetable 
and fruit diet, and, as a general rale, no one 
can dispense with it safely 
Besides this, the 


natural appetite calls for it, and the-e are few 
pleasures that maj be so safely and even ben- 
eacially indulged in. la the latter part of 
winter aud early spring, measures should be 
taken to secure early veggtables of all kinds 
capable of very early cultivation. When I 
am at a farm house, at a season when early 
peas, beans, cabbages, cucumbers, potatoes, 
green corn, lettuce, Ac , are properly in sea 
sou, and none of these luxuries are on the ta- 
ble, nothing bnt the salt beef, salt pork, and 
beans or potatoes of winter, I am free to say 
I do aot envy that farmer s life nor his familv 
then- eajoraeots. 
It to mainly the fault of 


negligence 
Why may not every farmer in 


the btate have e"ery kind of early vegetables 
on hit tables about as early as a gardener 
ne*r the cities cm raise them? There Is not 
a single nuon why he should not, while 
there* gnat many why he jhould. Themr- 
denen have to incur a very conndenbte ex- 
pense m procuring hot manure for their hot 
beds, while the farmer has it in hi» barn-yard 
The gardener hai everything to purchase 
and draw a considerable distance, while the 
fannw has nothing to bay. The small quanti- 
ty of lumber required Is perhaps rotting on 
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
